Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a receiver diaphragm coupled to an armature through a linkage assembly. 
Independent claims 1 and 21 identify the uniquely distinct feature of an armature having a first 
inertial mass and a paddle having a second inertial mass such that momentum created by a 
movement of the armature is approximately equal and opposite to a momentum created by 
movement of the diaphragm. Independent claim 15 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of an 
armature having a first inertial mass and a paddle responsive to the movement of the linkage 
assembly and wherein the paddle has a lowest frequency resonance greater than 7.5 kHz. The 
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closest prior art, Besson (GB Patent Specification 1,057,853) teaches a miniature transducer 
comprising a thin flexible diaphragm with a drive pin fixed between the center of the diaphragm 
and a movable armature and Broersma (US 4,126,769) teaches a multilayered diaphragm 
modified to improve the output of the transducer in the high frequency range up to 7 kHz to 10 
kHz. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
